An insurance executive who 
was elected to the Dearborn 
Heights council three years 
ago, Lubinski called busing 
and taxation the two key 
issues in the campaign.

conservative Democrat, said 
he did not want to be called a 
politician, but rather “an 
elected concerned citizen.”

One year there were more than 90 (now 635) children 
enrolled in the one room However all of these children did 
not come at one time. The younger ones came in the fall and 
springtime while the older ones attended during the winter 
months The ages ranged from three to twenty-four years. 

The teacher wore a coat with long tails and was trimmed 
with buttons He wore knee trousers with buckles at the 
Iwees. His white waist and stiff ruffles in front and a stiff 
collar made him keep his head high. His clothes would look 
very queer today 

The colonial children dressed very differently, too. The 
girls wore long dresses, a soft kerchief, a cape, and shoes 
with buckles. The boys wore a short coat, short trousers with 
buckles at the knees. In cold weather they wore capes, too. 

One queer thing about their schools was that everyone 
studied out loud. We don’t do that. 

Mr Dickelman was about the age of his little son. Charles 


(now in the first grade) when Mr Prouty was in the eighth 
grade.

Lack of action puts 
3.9 tax into 2nd year 


Michigan’s 3.9 per cent income tax will 
start its second year on the lawbooks Aug. 1 
just as though nothing happened. 

And nothing did. 

Gov. William G. Milliken signed the ex- 
tension bill June 21 because the state would 
have gone broke without the extra $350 
million it pours into the state treasury. 

The whole business was a classic irony and 
it raised the echo of Milliken ’s own words 
fretting about the cynicism of the citizen 
towards government and politicians. 

Milliken has said the way to restore 
public confidence is for politicians to keep 
their promises or delcine to make those they 
know' they cannot keep. 

Michigan’s original income ta^was 2.6 per 
cent, enacted during the days of former Gov. 
George Romney as a means to extricate the 
state from another of its bienniel crisis.. 

There had been a twisting of arms and a 
gnashing of teeth but the deed was done and 
government survived. 

But just as sure as the flow ers bloom in May 
and the sun rises in the east, so also there 
arrived another crisis and an increase in the 
income tax was ordained. 

This time, however, there was trouble. 
Legislators who had gone that route before to 
vote for higher taxes demanded some break 
for the taxpayers as the price for their vote on 
the increase. 

So they insisted that a clause be inserted 
inf ^ the bill allowing the increase to expire 
Aug. 1, 1972, if a properly tax relief proposal 
had not been placed on the ballot by the 
legislature. 

There ensued months of negotiation on just 
what form it would take. Milliken and 
legislators bargained and labored and 


brought fourth a compromise property tax 
plan. 

It was passed by the House, containing 
Milliken’s original idea of eliminating the 
proporty tax as a primary source of school 
operations money and a graduated income 
tax favored by Democrats. 

Senate Republicans blocked the proposal 
and they and others accused Milliken of a sell- 
out to Democrats. It was dead as a legislative 
issue and all efforts to bring it back to life 
failed. 

Thus legislators had not kept their promise 
to allow the people to vote on a tax relief 
package. Rut a financial crisis had developed 
and the Senate had already passed the income 
tax increase extension. ? 

Rep. George Montgomery, (D-Detroit), the 
old gray fox of the’ HousPtakation committee, 
said he would not let the tax extension bill out 
of committee until the Senate passed a 
property tax proposal. 

Even Montgomery couldn’t withstand the 
pressure to keep the state solvent. The in- 
come tax extension bill came out on the floor, 
it was passed and Milliken signed it into law. 

Now Milliken says there will probably have 
to be another increase if the state must pick 
up the check for buses and other expenses if 
the order of Federal Judge Stephen J. Roth to 
bus school children in the Detroit 
metropolitan area is implemented. 

So Milliken was right about the cynicism 
and distrust of the people toward government 
and politicians when he first made his 
diagnosis two years ago. 

But nothing that has happened since has 
changed anything. In fact, the only things that 
have happened justify the cynicism and 
distrust. 


This July Fourth will mark 196 years since 
the initial Independence Day in 1776 when our 
forefathers adopted the Declaration of In- 
dependence and launched the United States of 
America as a free and independent nation. 

This is not long in the history of nations. 
Yet. many of us seem already to have 
forgotten some of the basic tenets upon which 
our country is based. 

We hear those who demand their rights 
without bothering to exercise responsibility

and ask for the fruits of labor without working 
and honor without perseverance and a 
willingness to stand on principle. It is time 
that a respected salute to a passing U S. Flag 
came back in style. 

Let July 4, 1972 serve as a reminder to each 
of us that the ideals of freedom, liberty and 
justice, upon which this nation was founded, 
are not to be taken lightly. 

They remain now, as always, the pillars of 
our strength. But, they are only as strong as 
they are secure in our hearts.

Romulus Library progress reported

Two major additions have been made at the 
library. 

First, we have added a fulltime library aid under 
Emergency Employment Act (E.E.A.). This has 
greatly relieved pressure on the rest of the staff and 
allowed increased service to the patrons. 

Because we have this additional staff member, 
we have begun opening the library at 10 a.m. in- 
stead of at noon, Monday through Thursday. We felt 
that we could provide better service and gain new 
patrons by making our hours more nearly the same 
as those of the city hall. 

The pre-school story hour session began Feb 1, 
and continued for eight weeks. We had two groups a 
week with a total attendance of 380 children. The 
session ended with the Easter party 

A film, a story and the Easter bunny (a volunteer 
high school student) kept the children entertained. 
Eighty-seven children and adults attended the 
party The Easter bunny had a small basket for 
each child. 


Also, because of our new staff member, we were 
able to initiate regular Saturday childrens’ 
programs. There was a magician, a songfest, 
African folk songs and stories, songs and stories 
from around the world, movies, crafts and a special 
Michigan Week program. 

As an experiment this spring, we tried a family 
mo vie night. The film chosen was an old Laurel and 
Hardy classic. Young people and adults were 
welcome, and 35 people attended. 

The staff felt that it was enough of a success to be 
continued on a regular basis in the fall and several 
Laurel and Hardy films and other classics have 
been schedule. 

Another new project has been the Biblion News, a 
library newspaper featuring childrens’ writing, 
book reviews, news of library programs and a game 
or puzzle. 

The first issue came out in April and the second 
issue will be out soon. There were 300 copies prin- 
ted, which were placed in fourth to sixth grade 
classrooms in Romulus.

trying to encourage patrons to notice and use the 
pamphlet file by placing interesting and unusual 
information where it will catch people's attention. 

We featured a display of Senior Citizens’ han- 
dicraft and now are displaying the work of a locr.l 
artist. The library is also featuring a paperback 
book display called "Red, Whitel Balck, Brown and 
Yellow': minorities in America.” 

The Romulus Literary Gub has donated two 
paintings to the library to make the lounge area a 
much more appealing place. 

The library has recently adquired a collection of 
matted prints by black artists They will be 
displayed in the library first and then circulated to 
patrons for home display, as the beginning of a print 
collection. 

We have continued to have classes visit the 
library, including recently some of the adult 
education classes 

The library did not receive the grant for a book- 
mobile this summer, but a film festival and summer 
reading club are planned for July and August at the 
library. There will be another preschool story hour 
session.

Hopefully, the bill passed by 
the House would correct this

The bill would authorize the 
attorney general to obtain 
injunctions against companies 
and firms engaging in unfair, 
deceptive or unconscionable 
practices, with subpoena 
powers to examine records 
hand take testimony on 
complaints of such practices. 

The courts would be able to 
issue permanent injunctions, 
order restitution and award 
compensation to injured 
persons Penalties under the 
proposal would range from a 
$1 ,000 civil penalty to as much 
as $10,000 


The House also has ap- 
proved a bill to require that 
Detroit appointive officials 
live in the city.

To the editor: 

On Tuesday, June 13, we attended a board meeting at the 
Van Buren township hall requesting action from the board to 
place the lake issue on the August ballot for reconsideration 
in light of the false information distributed just prior to the 
election. 

It was one of many we have attended in the past two years. 
The same feelings of despiar and revulsion persist after each 
one. 

With citizens in attendance and petitions totaling over 700 
names, Erma Payne, Fred Birk and Joe Hogan persisted in 
voting no, thereby prohibiting any action by the board. 

Mr. Hogan went on record saying the report is basically 
true. This parallels previous actions (by the same 
representatives of the people) on efforts made by our local 
government for improvements in our community. 

It is our understanding that the supervisor, when elected to 
officejias the option of appointing his legal staff. This has 
been done in previous administrations when requested. Not 
so with this term of office. Each time the issue has been 
presented, it has been voted down 4-2 with Jerry Maton 
joining the dissenters. 

When the entire community became enraged at the 
prospect of wall to wall airport and it became apparent that 
our attorneys were in conflict with the best interests of Van 
Buren Township residents (the senior member of the firm is 
head of Wayne County Road Commissin), again these board 
members chose to to ignore the obvious desire of the citizens 
and refused to permit another firm to be appointed. 

They did agree, however, to permit us to hire attorneys to 
contest the airport construction. This could, of course, prove 
futile since the firm of Berry, Hopson, Francis and Mack has 
access to all records and plans. 

How is this possible? It is possible because when we elect 
responsible people, we allow their hands to be tied We have 
an informed or misinformed citizenry, people who are too 
busy, too tired, too sick and some who just don’t care, not to 
mention special interest groups always ready to spread false 
information to obtain a goal. 

Many voters have never seen our local government in 
action and never will. That is why members of the board can 
ignore with a smirk the desires of the few dozen or few 
hundred people! 

They are very aware that most of the voters do not know 
and few make an effort to find out. If a couple of hundred 
become enraged, they are only a minute portion of the voters 
and will have little or no effect on the outcome of elections. 
They are smug. We are complacent! 

Why do we feel that we can’t do anything about existing 
conditions? If government is of the people, by the people and 
for the people, the indication is that we are the boss. Being 
the boss carries responsibilities. It entails hard work, 
sacrifice and active participation. 

Most of us do not wish to be involved and prefer that 
someone else shoulder the burden, but if we are ever to have 
responsible government, we must declare our position on all 
issues as we see them and accept the responsibility for our 
actions and insist that our representatives follow our in- 
structions or remove them from office. 

We must elect representatives who are competent and 
qualified and not because they need a job. 

“We believe letters to the editor are frequently ineffective 
because they are read primarily by those people who are 
interested and involved already. However, it appears to be 
our only recourse. 

We would like to encourage all readers of this letter to 
discuss it with those who might otherwise be uninformed. 
These are facts that are available to anyone who wants to 
take the time to check them. 

Let us show that we have the ability, ambition, per- 
severance and resources to intelligently direct our officials 
and then do so. Then we may have responsible represen- 
tation. 

If we are Unwilling to do this, we should quit crying about 
taxes, lack of facilities and bad government. Like charity, 
government begins at home.

Thirteen directors were 
elected to the board of the 
Southeastern Michigan 
Holding Company, parent 
company of Security Bank & 
Trust, at the shareholders’ 
annual meeting last week. 

Named to the board were 
John W. Blackwell, Arthur E. 
Chambers, Mrs. Lillian 
Kemler, William C. McMillan, 
L R. Naragon, Lowell L. 
Peacock, Roy H. Roberts, 
Tliomas R. Stewart, Harry F. 
Vellmure, Douglas Hayes, 
Jerry Luptak, Ted H. Marsh 
and John Hancock. 

Mrs. Kemler will fill a 
vacancy created by the 
resignation of Garence Mead, 
who left to pursue personal 
interests. 

Shareholders, meeting in 
Southgate June 20, also ap- 
proved the appointment of 
Ernst & Ernst as the com- 
pany’s auditors. 

Mead had been affiliated 
with Security Bank and Trust 
for 48 years, serving as 
president and chairman of the 
Board from 1964 to 1971. After 
his retirement in 1971, he 
remained a member of the 
board of the bank and the 
holding company. 

Mrs. Kemler, a Dearborn 
resident, attended the

Washington, D.C. — More 
than 60 local officials 
representing cities and 
townships in Michigan’s 15th 
Congressional District par- 
ticipated last week in 
Congressman William D. 
Ford’s eighth annual 
Municipal Officials Con- 
ference in Washington, D.C. 

In a busy three-day 
schedule, the officials met 
with representatives of 
federal agencies and 
Congressional committees; 
listened to the House of 
Representatives debate a 
revenue - sharing bill, and 
obtained first-hand in- 
formation of their individual 
applications for federal aid. 

Ford has scheduled 
Washington conferences for 
his municipal and school of- 
ficials each year since his

This year’s school conference 
is scheduled for October. 

The conference opened 
Thursday morning with a 
welcome by Congressman 
Ford and a talk by the speaker 
of the House of Represen- 
tatives, Congressman Carl 
Albert, i D-Oklahoma).

support for local and com- 
munity projects,” Ford said 

In view of the great interest 
in revenue sharing, a 
scheduled luncheon speech 
was cancelled, and during the 
lunch hour the delegates went 
to the House galleries and 
watched part of the debate on 
the bill. 

The House remained in 
session throughout the day 
and evening, and finally ad- 
journed at 11 p m. after ap- 
proving the bill by a vote of 
274-122 The legislation, which 
still needs Senate approval, 
would provide some $29.5 
billion to state and local 
governments over the next 
five years. 

On Friday and Saturday, the 
delegates heard speakers 
discuss federal programs for 
drug abuse, park development 
and grants for land and water 
conservation, and attended 
seminars on individual 
community programs. 

“This year’s conference w as 
one of the most successful we 
have held,” Ford said. ‘‘I was 
particularly impressed with 
the widespread interest in 
cooperation among com- 
munities on joint problems 
such as drug abuse, waste 
disposal and sewage treat- 
ment.” 

In addition to Washington - 
based officials, Congressman 
Ford said, regional 
representatives of several 
federal agencies came to 
Washington for the con- 
ference. They stressed ways 
that their offices can be of help 
in processing applications for 
Federal aid. and securing 
early consideration and ap- 
proval.

Assessor Harold L. Reiner 
reported to the city council 
that such meeting time im- 
poses an undue hardship upon 
the assessor’s office to con- 
duct the board of review and 
complete the assessment roll 
before the first Monday in 
April as required by state law.

the first Monday in March of 
each year to review the tax 
assessment and the second 
meeting of the board for the 
second Monday in March of 
each year to hear objections to 
applications for correction of 
the tax assessment. 

The city council made the 
change in order to promote a 
more efficient system of tax 
assessment within the city and 
to alleviate the congestion 
created by the present system 
of completing the tax 
assessment roll. 

The new ordinance 
amendment is effective 30 
days after publication.

Wayne County General task 
force study to cost $30,000 


A total of $30,000 will be 
spent to finance the Wayne 
County General Hospital Task 
Force, which has been formed 
to determine how the facility 
can best be utilized. 

A Washington, D.C. firm — 
Linton, Mields, and Coston 
Inc.— has estimated what 
amount will be needed 
to finance the study to be done 
by a six-man task force 
recently appointed by three 
county boards. 

The University of Michigan 
has given $10,000 toward the 
cost of the study, while $10,000 
more has been pledged 
through a WCGH fund. 

Dr. Ramon R Joseph, 
president of the medical staff 
at WCGH. is among the six 
appointed to serve on the 
special task force. He was 
appointed by the county Board 
of Institutions, along with Dr. 


Thomas J. Herrmann, 
assistant dean of the medical 
school at U-M. 

Named by the Board of 
Commissioners were Com- 
missioner Paul Silver (D-llth 
Dist.) and James P. Curran, 
project director of the Detroit- 
Wayne County Health 
Department Steering Com- 
mittee, who has been ap- 
pointed task force chairman. 
The Board of Auditors has 
named Leonard D. Proctor, 
board chairman, and Edward 
Bobowski, county budget 
director, as its represen- 
tatives. 

According to a list drawn up 
to define the purposes of the 
task force, the major issue of 
concern to the group will be 
who would he eligible to apply 
for staffing privileges and the 
resulting implications from 
that decision. 

The hospital currently is 
closed to outside doctors, a 


point which has caused a great 
deal of controversy among 
local doctors who feel they 
should be allowed to practice 
at and admit their patients to 
WCGH 

Also to be studied by the 
force will be the fiscal im- 
plications of admitting private 
patients, how present services 
would be affected by such a 
policy change, and how the 
present affiliation agreements 
with U-M and Wayne State 
University would be affected 
by open staffing. 

Also to be examined by the 
task force are such areas as 
total hospital costs and the 
revenue sources from which 
they are obtained, how policy 
and management decisions 
are made and implemented, 
how medical education is 
provided. current bed 
utilization and why the oc- 


cupancy rate is at the present 
low level, and what services 
patients are receiving and 
what needs are unmet. 

The task force will be 
making recommendations for 
medical staffing, hospital and 
medical school relationships, 
hospital financing, hospital 
governance and organization 
of delivery of hospital ser- 
vices. 

According to McCartney, 
the task force also will 
examine the hospital's 
govering apparatus. 

‘•We feel there are some real 
shortcomings in the ad- 
ministration. ,f 25th District 
county commissioner James 
R McCartney said, indicating 
the hoard felt the "best” 
management techniques are 
not being applied. 

No date has been set for 
completion of the task force 
report.

He’s bucking the odds 


Kosin enters top stock car circuit

After six years as a race car 
owner Chet Kosin feels that he 
i^on the verge of “becoming 
competitive*' in the National 
Association of Stock Car Auto 
Racings (NASCAR) Grand 
National division. 

Kosin, a Belleville resident 
since 1953 and the proprietor 
of Kosin’s Auto Parts in 
Inkster, owns a 1971 Mercury 
which races on the NASCAR 
Grand National circuit under 
the sponsorship of his 1 com- 
pany 

Dave Marcis drove the car 
in the recent Motor State 400 
at Michigan International 
Speedway and finished 30th in 
a field of 40. The car. which 


was running about 10 miles 
per hour slower than the 
leaders, dropped out of the 
race after 90 laps because of 
mechanical difficulty and 
earned $735 for its owners. 

The paycheck will do little to 
cover the expenses which 
have been put into the car but 
Kosin and James “Hammer*' 
Mason, the car’s builder and 
chief mechanic, plan on being 
back on the track within the 
next month. 

Kosin and Mason have been 
partners since 1966. 

“I got into racing when I 
took over the sponsorship of a 
*63 Ford which Hammer was 
racing,” said Kosin. “We took 
it down to Daytona Beach, 
Florida that first year and 


with Curtis Turner driving we 
won the Permatex 300.” 

For the next four years 
Kosin and Mason raced their 
car in only one race — the 
Permatex 300. Turner, one of 
the all-time greats in stock car 
racing, was the driver and he 
rewarded his backers with two 
third place finished and two 
fifths. 

These good showings on 
NASCAR’s Grand American 
circuit made the two partners 
want to test their luck in stock 
car racing’s big league - the 
NASCAR Grand National 
division. 

Last summer Kosin and 
Mason plunked down, $13, 800 
and purchased a 1969 Mercury 
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from Holman and Moody, one 
of the top builders in 
NASCAR. The package they 
bought came complete with 


body, frame, and tires, but it 
lacked the engine and other 
running gear 

Mason, who is the manager 


of Dearborn Steel Turbine, put 
in the motor with the help of 
three employees who serve 
with him as the car’s pit crew. 
The crew members work part- 
time on the car and they get 
paid only if the car earns 
money. 

They then prepared to run in 
last August’s Yankee 400 at 
MIS, but they encountered 
nothing but difficulty. 

“We had Lee Roy Yar- 
brough lined up to drive, but 
he backed out at the last 
minute,” recalled Kosin. 
“Then we really hit bottom 
when the car failed to pass the 
NASCAR inspection test." 

But after some work the 
car was able to get past the

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inspectors and Kosin took it to 
500-mile races in Talladega, 
Ala , Charlotte, Rockingham, 
N.C., and Bryan Tex. 

The Inkster car qualified at 
Charlotte, where it finished 
37th with Cale Yarborough as 
the driver, and at Bryan, 
where Britain’s Jackie Oliver 
had it as high as fifth p!?-e 
before it broke down at the 
300-mile mark. 

Following the Texas race 
Kosin and Mason began to get 
the car ready for the 1972 
season . 

“We had to put an entire 
new body on the car.” said 
Kosin. “NASCAR rules say 
that you can’t have a body 
more than two years old on a 
Grand National car, so we put 
a ’71 Mercury body over the 
engine 

“We also did other work on 
it, but we ran into some 
problems and we weren’t able 
to get it ready for the Daytona 
500 in February, as we had 
planned. So we concentrated 
on the Motor State 400 in- 
stead.” 

They hired Marcis, an old 
friend of Mason’s who is one of 
the top independent drivers on 
the NASCAR circuit, to drive 
and they placed 36th in the 
Motor State 400 qualifying. 

Mason has fixed the broken 
oil line which forced his car to 
drop out of the recent MIS 
race, and the machine has 


undergone further repairs in a 
garage at Dearborn Steel 
Turbine. 

Kosin is now pointing for the 
Firecracker 400 at Daytona on 
the 4th of July, and he also 
plans to enter other races 
later in the season. 

The Inkster car owner feels 
that he has “passed 
NASCAR’s initiation” and.will 
find things easier on the 
circuit in the future. 

“NASCAR is comprised 
mostly of Southerners and 
they’re reluctant to accept 
newcomers,” explains Kosin. 
“But now that we’ve run a few 
races and they’ve gotten to 
know us we should have a 
better shot at things. I think 
we’ll be able to keep getting 
good drivers and I think we 
can now battle anyone except 
the big boys if we don’t run 
into problems.” 

The “big boys" whom Kosin 
refers to are Richard Petty, 
Bobby Allison, David Pear- 
son, and the other Southern 
drivers who dominate the 
NASCAR tracks. 

"Those five or six top 
drivers are in a class by 
themselves,” says Kosin. 
"They have more money 
behind them and get top 
equipment and help from the 
auto companies and other 
suppliers. I know we can’t

A timely book. “The Care 
and Keeping of Antiques” by 
Epsie Kinard, provides some 
answers that may help new 
collectors preserve things of 
value. Here are some of her 
suggestions about furniture: 

Country' pine, poplar and 
oak. if dry and unsealed, 
require oil plus rubbing for an 
oil-rubbed finish that gives it a 
special look. It provides sheen 
without shininess. 

This may be accomplished 
with a recipe used by con- 
servators at the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum to clean and shine furni-

lure: one-third vinegar, one- 
third turnpentine, one-third 
boiled linseed oil. Apply mix- 
ture with a damp cloth, 
keeping in mind that linseed 
oil has a darkening effect and 
should be wiped off within a 
short time Many wipings are 
necessary to make sure there 
is no residue, unless one wants 
to darken the piece. Linseed 
concoctions should always be 
used sparingly. 

Lacquer: To remove a dul- 
ling film use a homemade 
paste of flour and olive oil. Ap- 
ply it with a soft, clean cloth 
and rub it on with a circular 
motion After wiping off paste, 
polish it with an old nylon 
stocking. For a light cleaning 
of surface soil, a household 
spot remover may be wiped on 
and removed instantly. 

Damp cloths should not be 
used on lacquer to clean 
smudges or fingerprints as a 
wooden base may swell and 
reject the lacquered surface. 
Many lacquered pieces have 
paper foundations which 
might cause peeling if water is 
used 

Mahogany, walnut, 
rosewood, fruit wood, cherry, 
maple, butternut pieces can 
be made lovelier by hand 
polishing to achieve low-key 
gleam 

After repairing such a piece 
with a wax filler, liquid or sol- 
id. the furniture should be 
waxed sparingly with a hard 
paste wax and rubbed with 
flannel A thin coat of wax and 
much rubbing will do the 
trick. (Hand rubbing provides 
the most beautiful patina.) 

Marquetry, the little inlaid 
designs one finds in some old 
pieces of furniture, can be 
kept from becoming bone dry 
by lubricating and cleaning 
them now and then with a little 
olive oil Apply it with a cot- 
tontipped toothpick or wooden 
match and rub it with a clean, 
soft cloth. Do not get the oil on 
the adjoining wood Ater re- 
moving surplus oil from the 
marquetry, dry it and polish 
it. 

Wicker: Antiques made of 
natural unpainted willow 
twigs may be cleaned by 
mixing a tumbler each of 


peroxide and vinegar into a 
pail of water and applying it 
with a sponge. Rinse it with 
clear water. Let dry 
thoroughly before using 
furniture. Clean painted furni- 
ture w'ith a sponge and clear 
water several times a year. 
Wetttng down wicker furni- 
ture-painted and unpainted— 
once a year w ith a garden hose 
or putting it under a shower 
will keep it from drying out. 

If wicker is to be repainted, 
rub the fuzzy fibers that have 
roughed up with wear with 000 
sandpaper, following the lines 
of the grain, then repaint. 

Bamboo or bird s eye maple 
that has been turned and 
carved to resemble bamboo 
has been popular since the 
1800s when these pieces began 
arriving from the Far East. It 
needs only regular dusting 
and a light waxing oc- 
casionally to deter marks and 
stains. 

Cane should be dampened 
once a month during the 
steam heat season to coun- 
teract dryenss. Let dry before 
using it. If soil must be 
removed wipe canework clean 
with a sponge dipped in soapy 
warm water and wrung out 
nearly dry. Use a mild soap. 
Rinse with clear water. Let it 
dry thoroughly. 


Washing furniture: Some 
people frown on using soap 
and water on fine furniture, 
others believe it provides a 
fresh look. Experiment on a 
small spot. If the spot turns 
white, do not use the following 
methbd of cleaning 

...First remove wax with 
mineral spirits or synthetic 
turnpentine and proceed at 
full speed to squeeze a sponge 
almost dry of suds mixture 
made with good quality soap, 
and then wash, rinse and dry a 
small section before going on. 
Dust should be whisked out of 
wood carvings with a bristle 
brush that is covered with a 
dry washcloth. Let furniture 
stand 24 hours to dry before 
rewaxing. 

Insect infestation may be 
spotted when tiny mounds of 
colored powder are observed 
under an old piece of fur- 
niture. These might be con- 
trolled with household insect 
sprays aimed directly at the 
holes. Or an exterminator 
might be consulted. 

A good climate for furniture 
is a relative humidity of 
around 50 and a temperature 
of 70 degrees. Moisture should 
be controlled with humidifier 
or dehumidifier, if necessary. 

Furniture may warp, twist 
and even crack if it is exposed 
to too much sunlight.

1 don't know if my ad- 
justable sawhorse will help all 
the home handymen readers 
you have, but 1 am a carpenter 
and find much use fbr it. When 
I need to use a sawhorse on 
unlevel ground, I drag out my 
adjustable job and can work 
on a level horse. One end is 
just like a regular sawhorse. 
The other has a board nailed 
to either side of the 
crosspiece. A2” x 4” fits 
between the two boards and 
can slide up and down to 
adjust to different heights. 
When the proper height is 
reached, a bolt with a wing nut 
holds it in place. The sliding 
board has a slot to allow the 
bolt to go through and let you 
move it up and diown. The bolt 
goes through holes in the side 
pieces.

Vinyl flooring, is great for 
withstanding most anything... 
except a three -year -old boy. 
Our junior handyman gouged 
several holes in the kitchen 
floor with some of his tools. I 
found an easy way to hide the 
holes. I took wax crayons to 
match the color of the vinyl. 

By holding a lighted match to 
the crayon, it melted and 
dripped into the hole. WTien it 
set up, I scraped off any that 
stuck up and made it even 
with the floor. When waxed 
over, the patched places can’t 



be found. (Neither can my 
son’s play tools.)

It only takes a few 
minutes to treat every drawer 
in your house and garage, and 
it will make life easier for the 
whole family.

A SUPER HINT — Putty that 
has become hardened can 
often be reworked by the 
explication of heat and linseed 


oil. A good way to do it is to put 
the blob of putty into a plastic 
sandwich bag Put in a few 
drops of linseed oil Now dip 
the bag into a pan of hot w ater 
for a few moments. Take it out 
and knead the putty while it's 
still in the bag This allows you 
to really work it over without 
getting it all over your hands. 

SHOP TALK - There are lots 
of caulking jobs up high where 
you spend more time moving 
your ladder than actually 
caulking. Also, some of us get 
a little jittery every time we 
have to perform atop a ladder 
Now there is a TALL 
CAULKER GUN that may 
solve that problem. It uses 
regular-sized caulking tubes, 
has a built-in tip cutter, and a 
sera per on the end. It comes in 
40-inch and 60-inch sizes. 
However, it is too expensive 
for the one-time user.

Logs require 
dry storage 

Relaxing by a blazing hearth is a favorite winter pastime 
made more enjoyable by having a dry, convenient place for 
storing firewood. 

A garage or carport often will have room along a wall for 
building racks of 2x4-inch western lumber for stacking logs 
and kindling, placed so air can circulate through the stack 

Another idea is to build a lean-to shelter on the outside w all 
of the garage. The outside wall of the lean-to has siding to 
match the garage and the ends are open for access to stacked 
wood 

It’s important to have a floor of slightly spaced 2x4 inch fir 
or pine to keep stacked logs away from ground moisture. 

If wood must be stored away from the house, a shelter can 
be built by adding a sloped roof to two 6x6-inch posts spaced 
six to eight feet apart. Two 2x6-inch stringers attached above 
groind level support a floor of 2x4’s.

Gun control laws won ’t stop murder 


To the Editor: 

The cartoon on the editorial page of the June 14, Belleville 
Enterprise, shows me very little intelligence. 

The gun control bandwagon is a popular one right at the 
moment, yet what will be the effect of this gun control that is 
so highly touted? 

In the first place, If our present laws had been enforced, as 
they were designed to be, the attempted assassination of 
Gov. George Wallace would not have happened, as the 
assassin would have been In Jail for earring concealed 
weapons. 

In the event that the general public Is forced to give up all 
of their firearms 90 that the one hundredth of on per cent 
cannot legally own the guns they commit crimes with, then 
what kind of laws are going to be proposed to stop the gun 
crimes? 

Also, what kind of laws are we going to propose to stop 
criminals from ganging up on people ana smashing their way 
into homes that they know are unarmed, due to these 
proposed laws. 

The little old lady that lives by herself is partly protected 
by the fact that no one really knows if she has a gun or not. 
She does not even need to oppose stupid gun control to enjoy 
this protection. It at present is one of the rights enjoyed by all 
citizens of this country. Even by Mayor Roman Gribbs. 

As to the criminal getting a gun, under the proposed laws 
the guns would all be at the hunting clubs, with the police, or 
in possession of the armed forces. Rather than a criminal 
getting one or two guns by breaking and entering, he could 
get 30 or 40. That alone would make such armories very at- 
tractive to those who would use the gun illegally. 

To anyone with only very little knowledge of firearms, it is 
no great feat to manufacture a simple single shot pistol. With 
salt peter, charcoal and sulfur, a powder can be manufac- 
tured. The primers can be made from match heads. The 
barrel can be made from a piece of pipe. With a very crude 
simple single shot weapon, a policeman can be killed and 
then our criminal has a very effective .38 revolver and 
eighteen rounds of ammunition. 

At the present time it is illegal to shoot a policeman and 
take his gun, yet anti-gun laws being proposed at the present 
time would increase this very crime, not only for the other 
reasons it is done, but also to obtain the policeman’s service 
revolver. 

Those who commit crimes are not going to be disarmed by 
any law man can devise. Only those who obey the laws will be 
disarmed with such laws, to the advantage of the criminal. 

The state of New York has the most stringent gun laws of 
any state in the United States, yet the state of New York has 
as much or more gun crime and all types of crime as any 
state we have. 

When it is considered that the criminal represents less than 
one tenth of one per cent of the population, then trying to 
disarm the entire population to prevent crime does not sound 
very logical. 

Another reason given for outlawing guns is that guns have 
killed more people than have been killed in all of our wars. 
Well included in this figure are such persons as John 
Dillinger and Pretty Boy Floyd, also the man killed about two 
months ago by a woman trying to prevent him from breaking 
into her home in Detroit. 

In a society where no crime existed, we could prevent such 
killings by just having people not trying to rob ana hurt other 
people. 

The anti-gun people also want to prevent crimes of passion , 
in which very often guns are involved, yet also in most such 
crimes, drinking is also involved and the top half of a whiskey 
or beer bottle is far more vicious a weapon than any gun and 
one that has been resorted to in many such crimes. 

In short, those who will kill with a gun are not going to be 
prevented from killing Just because the gun they kill with is 
illegal to own. Something in my memory seems to remind me 
that it is also illegal to kill people. The illegally owned guns in 
the country today are enough to keep the criminals well 
supplied as long as I expect to live. 

This includes the persons who would shoot their spouse 
because they accept the attentions of another, for we have 
laws to handle this situation also, if they are properly used.

Three board members 
should be removed 


To the editor: 

At the June 13 meeting of the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees, and again at the June 19 special meeting, three 
members of that board did a great disservice to the township 
and its residents. These three members (Hogan, Payne and 
Birk) voted no on the motion to put the Belleville Lake 
question back on the ballot. 

It was obvious to anyone attending either meeting that a 
great many Van Buren citizens want another chance on this 
issue. 

The size of the meeting audience, probably the largest ever 
at a board meeting, supports this. But in addition, petitions 
carrying over 700 signatures, requesting that the issue be put 
back on the ballot, were presented at the June 13 meeting. 

Why? Because what is probably the most important 
question ever put to Van Buren voters — whether to accept 
the lake and 101-acre park as a gift from Detroit Edison — 
was defeated at the May 16 election, as the result of a scare 
sheet, containing lies and distortions, which was distributed 
by persons with a special interest the night before that 
election, persons willing to sign only as “concerned 
citizens . 

The board unanimously approved putting the lake question 
on the May 16 ballot. Now three board members opposq even 
giving the township citizens a chance to vote again, with the 
real facts in hand. Why? It has been shown, with facts which 
can be checked, that the cost to the township of accepting the 
lake and park will be insignificant compared to the money 
now being spent by many municipalities to create parks 
when they realize that progress has eliminated recreation 
facilities. So the reason cannot be the interest of the town- 
ship. 

Mr. Hogan said he believes “concerned citizens” fact sheet 
to be essentially correct. This tells me that Mr. Hogan must 
be either completely misinformed, incredibly stupid, or 
marching to the same drummer as “concerned citizen.” 
Mrs. Payne said, as she voted no on June 13, that she was 
answering a “threat” — a promise to actively campaign 
against the rejection of any township official so unin- 
terested in the township as to oppose the lake, is his right - 
and mine, too. Mr. Birk only said ,4 no”. 

If the township refuses the lake and park, private interests 
Mill get it - because it is fact that Detroit Edison will divest. 
Any private acquisition of the lake and park will be to the 
detriment of the township. At best, we will not get 101 acresof 
prime recreation (or development) land. At worst, a private 
owner could destroy the dam and the lake with it - getting 
even more development land. 

Apparently this is the purpose of our three “No” voting 
board members. This purpose must be in their personal 
interest - it surely is not in the township interest. It is ob- 
viously now for all citizens of Van Buren to unite to remove 
these people, whose own interest apparently has priority 
over the township’s, from office and replace them with 
people who represent our interests.
